USDA to Continue 
Support Purchases 
of Dried Eggs 


WASHINGTON -—— Dried egg pur- 
chases under the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture price support program 
will continue at current jevels for the 
balance of 1950, the USDA announced 
this week. This decision reflects the 
disappointment of poultry branch of 
ficials who had hoped that drastic 
cullings of flocks would have per- 
mitted the government to have halted 
its program prior to this announce- 
ment 

According to responsible poultry 
branch officials the rate of culling of 
flocks since July 1 has been approxi- 
mately 4% of layers on farms, which 
is less than the same period last year 
and less than the 6% rate of the 10- 
year national average. This condition 
exists along with a flock supply which 
is 5% larger than the previous year 

USDA officials attribute the failure 
of producers to cull flocks to the im 
proved egg-feed ratio and the war 
psychology, which, it is felt, has led 
producers to believe that higher 
prices may prevail later this year for 
poultry and other meats

WASHINGTON —The rapid ad- 
vance in cotton markets has led to 
considerable speculation in govern 
ment circles over the possibility of 
imposing ceiling prices on cotton and 
cottonseed. However, Charles F 
Brannan, secretary of agriculture 
this week denied that such a move 
was imminent 

The Secretary's statement was 
made just after issuance of the Sep- 
tember cotton crop report disclos- 
ing a sharp reduction of 426,000 bales 
below the Aug. 1 estimate. Recently 
cotton prices have soared beyond the 
40¢ lb. mark to a new 30-year peak 

Mr. Brannan called attention to 
the fact that export controls have al- 
ready been ordered and that he con- 
templated opening up the import 
quotas and other expedients before 
using the more drastic price ceiling 
measures. 

Immediately following these com- 
ments by the secretary, an official in 
his inner circle qualified the Secre- 
tary’s remarks on ceilings to say that 
a further inflationary bulge in cotton 
prices would completely alter the Sec- 
retary'’s statement. As this official 
expressed it, “If there is a fire we 
will have to put it out.”

The feeder pigs produced at this 
hatchery are de-loused, castrated, de- 
wormed, etc.. so that when a farmer 
buys such pigs they are ready to 
feed heavily to higher weights 

“One reason why there is such «a 
jemand for our feeder pigs,” states 
Mr. Haller, “is that farmers are usu- 
ally so busy with field and barn 
work that they do not have the time 
nor the facilities to handle farrowing 
properly. But they want healthy feed- 
er pigs and like to buy them from a 
good pig hatchery. That's where we 
come in.” 

Feeding Formula 

Here is the feeding formula for 
feeder pigs and sows as developed at 
the Weix Farms: 15% alfalfa by 
weight (ground), 15% concentrate, 
corn, 10% wheat, 55% oats 

When a sow goes dry, she is put 
on a dry sow ration, but otherwise the 
above ration is used for the sow and 
the growing pigs and has been found 
highly satisfactory

He takes just 
enough of what he needs for a good 
diet 

Install an electric fence, and the 
hog learns quicker than any other 
farm animal to stay away from the 
‘hot wire.” It takes just one or two 
shocks. The cow, on the other hand 
sometimes takes a week to learn the 
lesson 

Mr. Haller states that there have 
been tests showing that hogs are able 
to pick grain grown on fertilized 
fields over grain from mineral]-deplet- 
ed lands 

A common fallacy has been dis 
proved in the big Weix pasture lot 
with shade covers and a “bathtub 
wallowing place filled with clean 
water. The pig's love for the clean 
bath proves that when he is allowed 
a clean place rather than a mud pen 
he will pick the clean one every time 

Hogs are also considerate of their 
fellows, observes Mr. Haller. When 
the hog wallow is filled with clean 
water, one hog at a time will take a 
bath. When one is finished another 
walks sedately to the wallow as if to 
say, “After you, my dear Alphonse.’ 

There is a great deal of interest 
in feeder pigs throughout Wisconsin 
states Mr. Haller. He points out that 
there are 22 feeder markets in Wis- 


consin alone. Perhaps the largest is 


at Watertown, Wis., where 1,000 pigs 
were sold in one record day 

“The farmer is getting to realize 
that he can buy quality feeder pigs 
from accredited sources cheaper than 
he can raise them himself,” declares 


Mr. Haller. “The facilities necessary | 
for raising small pigs and the care | 


and labor are sometimes too much 
for the average farmer who has his 
other work to handle. Only on an as- 
sembly line basis, such as we use at 
our pig hatchery is it possible to 
cut down the labor and other costs 
per pig.’ 

The Weix Farm is planning to in 
crease its sow herd to more than 300 
pigs within the year, reports Mr 
Haller. This is all the capacity that 
present facilities will handle, he de 
clares. It is interesting to note that 
farmers from other states place feed- 
er pig orders by telephone and drive 
hundreds of miles to pick up their 
pigs when ready. This shows an in 
creasing interest in feeder pigs, states 
Mr. Haller. who believes that more 
pig hatcheries will continue to spring 
up in various parts of the country

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Extensive Program Presented at 
First Wisconsin Nutrition School 


MADISON, WIS.—A broad picture | 
of developments in the field of anima! | 
nutrition and feed formulation was 
presented Aug. 28-29 at the first Nu- 
trition School for Feed Men at the 
University of Wisconsin 

The Central Retail Feed Assn. co- 
operated with the university m spon 
soring the two-day program, which | 
included reports by University of 
Wisconsin and other scientists and | 
industry representatives | 


In addition to technical reports, 
the program included an explanation 
of social security laws and a sum 
mary of the feed outlook 


| 
Essentials Outlined | 

Dr. C. A. Elvehjem of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin biochemstry de 
partment, outlined “The Essentials in 
Nutrition,” pointing out that the | 
greatest interest is the most effi- 
cient utilization of the ration-—the 
greatest gain per pound or greatest 
milk production per pound, or act- 
ually the greatest production per dol- 
lar cost of the ration 

Dr. Elvehjem noted the great 
progress which has been made dur- 
ing the past 50 years, particularly 
during the past two decades. Not 
only have most of the essential nu- 
trients been identified, he said, but 
they have been isolated and their 
chemical constitution determined 

He said it is a good idea to be 
generous in supplying essential nu- 
trients. But, he added, “we do not 
necessarily obtain optimum health 
by giving all nutrients in excess 
amounts He stressed the impor- 
tance of proper balance and consider 
ation of the total ration 

Antibiotics 

Dr. Elvehjem discussed the vari- 
ous essential nutrients and then 
pointed out that in recent months a 
great deal of discussion has been 
given the growth-promoting effects 
of certain antibiotics such as strep- 
tomycin and aureomycin 

"There is no question about these 
effects if you use the proper rations 
and the rations are adequate in all 
essential factors he said “As we 
improve the rate of growth by adding 
new factors, we must reassess 
the requirements for the older 
and better established factors We 
may also ask, should these com- 
pounds be included in the so-called 
essentials in nutrition? At least for 
some time to come, we must recog 
nize that the intestinal flora of our 
domestic animals are most impor 
tant nutritionally; compounds which 
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alter the flora in such a way that 
a better anima! can be produced with 
less or cheaper feed and with no 
secondary deleterious effects must be 
considered essential for optirmum nu 
trition.” 

Dr. Elvehjem pointed out that 
there is still much to learn regard 
ing the optimum combination of nu 
trients and he predicted that much 
of this information will come in the 
next decade 


Different Requirements 


Dr. Paul H Phillips of the Wiscon 
sin biochemistry department ex 
plained “The Nutritive Requirements 
for Different Species.” He pointed 
out that protein réquirements of an 
imals approximate 15% of the ration 
when the protein contains an excel 
lent and proper balance of amino 
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} acids. But, he added, the require 
ment is influenced by special de- 
mands for growth, pregnancy and 
other factors. He also explained that 
it # not only necessary to know the 
requirements of different species, but 
that it is also essential that the die- 
tary contribution of the available 
feeds be known. 

Dr. R. M. Bethke of the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station discus- 
sed “Minerals in Animal Nutrition.” 

| He said the common feedingstuffs 
supply many of the essential minerals 
but that many of them are deficient 


in one or more of the necessary min- |

Vitamin B,, and Antibiotics 

W. W. Cravens of the Wisconsin 
poultry husbandry department dis- 
cussed “Vitamin B. and the Anti- 
biotics in Nutrition.” He explained 
studies of the growth-stimulating ef- 
fects of antibiotics, and he pointed 
out that vitamin B. must be present 
in rations in order for the maximum 
antibiotic growth stimulation to oc- 
cur. Under certain conditions, anti- 
biotics may give 50-100% increase 
in growth, he said, but with rations 
adequately fortified in all the nutri- 
tive factors, the addition of antibio- 
tics seems to result in 10-15% in 
crease in growth of chickens. For 
turkeys, growth improvement is some- 
what higher, he said, and this may 
also be true of swine 

Dr. H. T. Scott, director of bio- 
logical research of the Wisconsin 
Alumni Research Foundation, ex- 
plained the part played by “Vitamins 
D, E and K in Nutrition.” He said 
it is believed that vitamin K should 
be available to most all species at 
the start of life, or until such time as 
the normal bacterial processes relat- 
ing to synthesis of this factor get 
under way. Regarding vitamin D, he 
pointed out that one cannot depend 
upon either sunshine or roughages 
for an adequate and ample supply 
of vitamin D at all times 

W. M. Beeson of the Purdue Uni- 
versity animal husbandry department 
explained “Hormones and Their Place 
in Nutrition.” He discussed studies 
with swine, cattle and sheep which 
showed that certain hormones may 
alter growth, fattening and carcass 
quality

Social Security Act 
Change Hikes Tax, 
Extends Coverage 


WASHINGTON Social Security 
Act amendments signed into law last 
week by President Truman will in- 
crease the required contributions by 
employers and employees and will ex- 
tend coverage to include self-em- 
ployed persons 

The payroll taxes will be increased 
Jan. 1, 1951, by collecting on the first 
$3,600 earned annually, instead of the 
present $3,000. 

Among the 10 million additional 
persons brought under social! security 
coverage by the new law will be feed 
dealers and other smal] businessmen 
who operate their businesses as in- 
dividuals or as partners 

Of particular interest to employers 
in the feed, flour milling and other 
industries is the provision for higher 
payroll taxes effective Jan. 1. Both 
employer and employee will pay into 
the old age and survivors insurance 
fund at the rate of 1%% on the 
first $3,600 of the employee's pay, in- 
stead of the first $3,000. The contribu- 
tion rate will be raised to 2% in 
194, 2%% in 1960, 3% in 1965 and 
3% % in 1970 

How Self-Employed Pay 

On their operations after Jan. 1, 
men who operate their own busi- 
nesses will have to pay the old age in- 
surance tax on their own net earn- 
ings as self employed persons and on 
the distributive share of net partner- 
ship income which comes from opera- 
tion of the business 

The tax rate for self-employment 
income, including the distributive 
share of net partnership income, will 
until 1954 and then will be 
increased to 3% in 1955, 34% in 
1960, 4% % in 1965 and 4% % in 1970 

The tax on self-employed persons 
will be collected annually through the 
regular income tax returns. The first 
payment by these individuals will be 
due March 15, 1952

USDA Scientists Say 

WASHINGTON.-- Hens exposed to 
ultraviolet light showed a marked in- 
crease in egg production during a 
series of experiments conducted by 
US. Department of Agriculture scien- 
tists at the Agricultural Research 
Center. The exact properties of the 
iitraviolet radiation causing the in- 
‘rease have not yet been identified 
but production was raised by as much 
as 19% through its influence 

Results of the work were an 
nounced by H. G. Barott, of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry and L. G 
Schoenleber and L. W. Campbell of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry, Soils 
and Agricultural Engineering 

The experiments were started in 
1945 by the Agricultural Research 
Administration as the result of a 
discovery made while scientists were 
working with so-called bactericidal 
ultraviolet light (the very short rays 
of invisible light, frequently used to 
eliminate bacteria) A source of 
bactericidal light was being tested for 
its ability to reduce the number of 
air-borne bacteria in a poultry house 
when it was found that hens under 
the ultraviolet radiation laid more 


eges than those held under similar | 
conditions but without the light. The | 


scientists then decided to gather more 
scientific facts about this phen 
omenon 

For five consecutive years, hens 
were tested in a specially constructed 
underground poultry house from 
which all natural light could be ex 
cluded. Visible light was provided 
for certain periods each day by reg 
ular fluorescent lamps The flocks 
were held in the house at all times 
during the experiment so that com 
plete control of the visible lighting 
could be maintained Recommended

or composition. The urea ration 
proved to be entirely palatable. Both 


| groups of cows were fed an average 
| of 10 Ib. hay and 214 Ib. silage dur 


ing the trial 
In a three-year experiment at Mas 
Archibald (1943, “Feed 


Experiment Sta- 
tion Bulletin 406) fed 24 Holstein 
cows mixed hay, corn silage, dried 
1 Ib. molasses and a con 
centrate allowance. For a part of 
the cows, urea supplied approximat:« 
ly 31 to 42% of the nitrogen in the 
concentrate mixture and approxi 
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mately 19 to 25% of the nitrogen in 
the total ration 

The ration which contained urea 
was sornewhat lees palatable than the 
regular ration. Since adjustments 
were made in other components of 
the ration when urea was introduced 
it was not clear whether the urea 
ration was less palatable than the 
other because of the presence of 
srea or because of other reasons 

The differences in the condition 
of the cows, milk production and ef- 
ficiency of feed vfilization were 
slight and not regarded as significant 
However, the cows fed the regular 
were rather consistently su- 
the urea-fed cows. There 
was no apparent difference in the 
reproductive performance of the 
cows. When the nitrogen content of 
the urea ration was decreased by the 
omission of the urea from it, a 
marked decrease in production re- 
sulted 

The cows used in the work were 
good producers, having averaged 
more than 13,000 Ib. milk in the lac- 
tation immediately preceding the 
trial 

Henke, Work and Maruyama (1943, 
Report of the Hawaiian Agricultural 
Experiment Station for 1941-42) re- 
port that heifers fed urea in a growth 
trial subsesquently were carried 
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through two lactation periods, with 
urea making up 3% of the total con- 
centrate mixture. Feed consumed per 
pound of milk produced on this and 
a control ration were approximate- 
ly equal. Live-weight gains were 
slightly superior on the urea ration 
No off flavors were noted in the milk 
and the breeding behavior of the 
animals was norma! 


No Deleterious Effects 

As the authors point out, the real 
significance of this work lies in the 
fact that the animals were fed high 
percentages of urea from weaning 
through two pregnancy and lactation 
periods without any apparent dele- 
terious effects 

In the same report these workers 
also report on two further trials in 
one of which the urea intake of 
cows fed a urea ration, averaged 
0.33 Ib. per cow per day or 1.18% 
of the total dry-matter intake. In 
the second trial it averaged 0.23 Ib. 
or 0.84% of the dry matter intake 
Differences in milk production in fa- 
vor of the control ration were slight; 
they were considered statistically sig- 
nificant. Soybean oi] meal was used 
as a source of protein in comparison 
with the urea. 

Willet, Henke and Maruyama 
(1946, Journal of Dairy Science, 29 
629-637) reported that Holstein cows 
were fed a basal ration, the basal 
ration plus urea (25%), and a con- 
trol ration. The rations were based 
on typical Hawaiian feeds and con- 
tained 7.4%, 13.2% and 13.4% crude 
protein equivalent 

The production of the 
basal ration was significantly lower 
than on either of the other rations 
and production from the urea ration 
was lower than from the control ra- 
tion. 

In a further trial 
urea (25% and 15% of the concen 
trate mixture) were compared with 
a control ration. There 
nificant difference in the production 
from the two urea rations but pr 
duction from the control ration was 
significantly higher. The cows on the 
urea rations consumed 048 and 
0.24 Ib. urea per head daily. These 
amounts provided 36% and 19 re 
spectively, of the total nitrogen in-

workers concluded that the 
of cane molasses up to 25% 
concentrate mixture had no 
mental effect 

Bowstead and Fredeen at the Uni 
versity of Alberta reported (1948 
Scientific Agriculture, 28:66-78) on a 
trial with Holstein and Jersey cows 
that the rations containing urea were 
less palatable than the control ra- 
tion. The control ration was made 
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up of bran, oats. barley and 15% 
linseed ofl] meal. In one ration the 
additiona) oats and urea amounting 
to 1% of the concentrate mixture 
were substituted for one half of the 
linseed oi] meal; in another, oats and 
urea amounting to 2% of the con- 
centrate mixture were substituted for 
all of the linseed oil meal. Oat silage 
and mixed timothy oat hay were used 
as roughage 

The authors concluded that the 
taste of urea, per se, was not the 
factor determining the palatability 
of the ration. They suggested that 
certain urea rations may have a de- 
leterious effect on the bacteria! flora 
in the rumen. In these trials the Jer- 
sey cows showed more dislike for 
the urea mixtures than did the Hol- 
steins. The addition of molasses and 
the mixing of the grain with the 
silage at feeding time had some ef- 
fect on the over-all palatability of the 
ration. There was some indication 
that the feeding of cobalt alleviated 
the dislike of the cows for urea al- 
though the response of the cows to 
cobalt was varied 

These trials show generally that 
urea nitrogen in suitable combina- 
tions and at suitable levels may be 
used satisfactorily in rations for lac- 
tating cows. Much remains to be done 
to determine satisfactory feed com- 
binations and urea levels 


Factors Affecting Palatability 

The factors affecting palatability 
of rations containing urea also de- 
serve study. The report of Henke 
and coworkers that they fed heifers 
from weaning through two pregnan- 
cy and lactation periods without any 
apparent ill effects is of considerable 
interest. Perhaps the work with sheep 
raises more questions than it has 
answered. A few examples only will 
be cited 

Johnson, Hamilton, Mitchell and 
Robinson at the Illinois station con- 
ducted digestion and metabolism ex- 
periments on 16 lambs principally for 
the purpose of comparing the biologi- 
cal utilization of the nitrogen of 
urea, soybean oi] meal and casein 
These supplements were added to, or 
incorporated in, a basal ration of red 
top hay and corn and containing ap- 
proximately 6% crude protein 

In these trials the addition of urea 
to the basal ration in amounts to 
produce the equivalent of 12% of 
crude protein on the dry basis result- 
ed in the retention of nitrogen that 
was not improved by further urea 
additions but was improved by rais- 
ing the protein content of the ra- 
tion. Under the conditions of these 
experiments it appeared that the con- 
version of urea nitrogen to protein 
did not proceed rapidly enough to 
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cover the requirements of the grow- 
ing lamb. 

As a result of further work at the 
Iilinois Station (1948, Hamilton, Rob- 
inson and Johnson, Journa) of Anima! 
Science, 7:26-33) concluded that urea 
was as satisfactory a source of nitro- 
gen for growing lambs as that from 
most ordinary feeds, provided at 
least 25% of the food nitrogen was 
in the form of preformed protein and 
provided further that the total pro- 
tein equivalent of the ration did not 
exceed about 12%. In these trials 
the nitrogen of linseed of) meal 
seemed to be more efficiently utilized 
than that from urea 

Loosli and Harris (1945, Journal 
of Animal Science, 4:433-437) report- 
ed that the protein synthesized from 
urea in the rumen of lambs was 
greatly enhanced by the addition of 
methionine. In these trials the addi- 
tion of urea to the basal ration did 
increase the average daily gain of 
the lambs but the addition of urea 
and methionine had a much more 
marked effect 

These results were confirmed by 
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later work also at Cornell, and re- | 
ported by Lofgreen, Loosli and May- 

nard (1947, Journal of Animal Sci- 

ence, 6343-47) 


Question Kalsed 

The results obtained at the Dlinois 
ami Cornell Stations not only raise 
the question of the possible inability | 
of bacteria! protein to meet the needs | 
of growing lambs; they also present | 
the intriguing suggestion that per 
haps the substitution of urea nitrogen 
for protein can be pushed further 
than is now believed, if we can de- 
termine how to modify the rumen 
environment to make available to the 
bacteria essential factors which may 
now place limits on their ability to 
provide protein of the quality to meet 


idly in the rumen, 
urea especially if consumed within 
a short time, may have harmful, and 
even fata) results. The urea tolerance 
of animals probably is affected by 
many factors and at any rate is not 
well defined 

Work, Hamre, Henke and Harms 
(1943, Journal of Animal Science 
2:166-169) fed 470 tb. calves for 244 
days in dry lot on rations contain- 
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ing no urea, 0.88% and 229% of the 
dry matter of the ration as urea 
without any kidney or liver damage 
Neither was any diuresis observed 


| In a trial with 760 Ib. cattle on pas- 
| ture and fed for 186 days on rations 
| containing no urea, an estimated 
| O9T% 


and 191% of the total dry 
matter as urea similar results were 
obtained. The steers in the first trial 
consumed an average of 0.15 and 0.35 
Ib. and in the second trial, 0.18 and 
0.35 tb. of urea per head daily 

Hart (1939, Journal of Dairy Sci- 
ence, 22:385) found that when heifer 
calves were fed a basal diet supple- 
mented with enough urea to supply 
43.61% and 70% of the total nitro- 
gen that marked diuresis and kidney 
damage occurred when urea was giv- 
en at the higher levels but not at the 
43% 

In another investigation by Miller 
(1944, Journal of Dairy Science, 27 
225) in which ammoniated beet pulp 
supplied 40°% of the total 
fed to calves, there was no evidence 
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of excessive diuresis or kidney dam- 
age 

Harris and Mitchell (1941, Journal 
of Nutrition, 22:183-186) found that 
lambs fed for 110 days on rations 
containing up to 3.16% urea on «4 
dry basis, did not show any toxic 
effects 

Briggs and co-workers at the Okla- 
homa station (1948, Oklahoma Mis- 
cellaneous Publication 13) studied the 
tolerance of cattle for urea. In a se- 
ries of experiments with steers it 
was found that yearling steers would 
not eat enough urea to suffer adverse 
effects even when fed all they would 
eat of a mixture containing 8% urea 
Bulls fed an average of 2.9 Ib. daily 
of a pellet containing 25% urea nitro- 
gen and 75% cottonseed oi] meal 
nitrogen in addition to grain and 
prairie hay remained thrifty. In fur- 
ther investigations reported by Din- 
ning, Briggs and co-workers (1948, 
American Journal! of Physiology, 153 
41-46) no ill effects were shown by 
steers fed up to 400 grams (0.88 Ib.) 
daily of urea mixed with other con- 
centrates and consumed in a five- 
hour period. However, when 116, 262 
and 490 grams of urea in water solu 
tion were administered by means of 
a stomach tube, death resulted with- 
in 70 minutes

Why Customers Gripe

est gripe is these days? No 

doubt you would, for if it is something 

that you can correct, you have a 

much better opportunity of having 
more satisfied customers 

In many lines of retail business 

today the greatest gripe of custom- 


| ers is simply that they cannot get 


waited on soon enough—that many 


| retailers do not have enough sales- 


people on hand 

One authority for this fact is J 
R. Ozanne, Chicago, a merchandis- 
ing counselor who has a crew of 
1,800 merchandise shoppers through- 
out the nation. They visit retail 
stores of many types for manufactur- 
ers, wholesalers and trade associ- 
ations to check on merchandising 
conditions. Mr. Ozanne states that 
when his organization made such a 
report on store findings, many re- 
tailers were amazed. They thought 
they had enough clerks to handle 
their store traffic 

Of course, many retailers cut down 
m their salesforces for a number of 
reasons. One is that the wage scale 
is constantly rising and that a sales 
person's annual salary amounts to a 
sizable sum. Many a retailer feels 
that by operating with one or two 
rv less clerks, he saves himself sev- 
ral thousand dollars. But if it is done 

the expense of customer satis- 
faction, it is not a saving in many 
instances 

What can the feed dealer do to 
ive each customer better service and 
yet not overload his expense sheet 
employee salaries? There are 
1 number of things that can be done, 
such as the following 
@ Better sales training. Every em- 
ployee can be told in a sales train-

ing meeting that just about 995% 
of all customers like to be waited 
on when they come into 4 store or 
mill. If they can't get waited on 
because someone is ahead of them, 
they at least expect attention. This 
the employee can give by a smile, 
a nod or a short greeting 

All customers who enter a store 
today, especially men, can be con- 
sidered wage earners whose hourly 
pay ranges from $1 to $3 an hour 
They do not like to stand around 
for 15 minutes to a half hour and 
thus lose what they think is the 
equivalent of that much pay at pre- 
vailing rates. 

Farmers especially do not relish 
hanging around a feed mill unneces- 
sarily when they have chickens to 
feed, cows to milk and hogs to care 
for. Once employees are made aware 
of the value of the customer's time, 
they will speed up service as much 
as is feasible and still work effi- 
ciently 

There is no excuse 
employee failure to give normal serv- 
ice. This part should and can be 
overcome through training. But rare- 
ly can a store regulate the amount 
of store traffic it may get on certain 
days and hours 
@ Study the traffic flow. Customers 
have a habit of visiting stores and 
buying whenever they wish, and this 
is one of the cherished privileges of
